AND COME TO YEABS OP DISCBETION. 



The Confirmation Service is used after Morning or Evening 
Prayer, or on Sunday Mornings, &c., &c.,* after the Nicene 
Greed. 

The Candidates having been placed in the front seats of the Nave 
of the Church, the female Candidates on the one side and the 
male Candidates on the otiier, or,, if this is not convenient, the 
female Candidates in front and the male Candidates behind 
them, and all standing, the Bishop begins the Service ytiih. an 
Address. 

After the Address the Fre&oe is read bj the Bishop's Chaplain. 

The Bishop then goes to the Chancel step, and from thence puts 
the appointed question, and the answer having been given and 
the suffirages said, he kneels in the same place and says the 
first Collect. 

The Yeni Creator is then sometimes sung, the Candidates 
kneeling. The Bishop then returns to the Holy Table, and the 
female Candidates of each s^arate Parish are presented by 
their Clergy for the laying on of hands ; the Clergyman who 
presents them kneeling in the centre of them. 'Wbilst those 
who have been confinned are returning to their seats, ttnd 
others are coming up to be confirmed, a Yoluntcu^ is generally 
played. 

When all tAe female Candidates are Confirmed, the males are 
presented in the same order and Confirmed. Then a Hynm 
may be sung. The Bishop afterwards makes his second 
Address, returns to the Holy Table and there concludes the 
Service. 

^ Upon the day appointed, all that are to be then Confirmed, 
bemg placed, and standmg in order before the Bishop ; he (or 
some other Minister appointed by him) shall read this Prefieice 
following : 



^ Before the Chaplain reads the following Preface the Bishop 
delivers an address. 

^V O the end that Confirmation may he ministered to the 
-^ more edifying of such as shall receive it, the Church 
hath thought good to order, That none hereafter shall he 
Confirmed, hut such as can say the Creed, the Lord's 
Prayer and the Ten Commandments ; and can also answer 
to such other Questions, as in the short Catechism are 
contained : which order is very convenient to he observed ; 
to the end, that children, being now come to the years of 
discretion, and having learned what their Godfathers and 
Godmothers promised for them in Baptism, tliey may them- 
selves, with tneir own mouth and consent, openly before the 
Church, ratify and confirm the same; and also promise, 
that by the grace of God they will evermore endeavour 
themselves faithfully to observe such things^ as they, by 
their own confession^ have assented unto.

Paten, and Vessel for the Oifcrtory, a Covering for the Com- 
munion Table, Linen Goth and Napkins for tho same, and 
Surplices. 

^ The Burial Ground is to be properly enclosed, fenced, and 
completed with Grates and Churchways. 

% The Deed of Conveyance or Donation of tho Ground, the

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FOR Thy children who shall here he trainedy that th^ 
may dkily he renewed hy Thy Holy Spirit, and in- 
crease in wisdom and stature^ and in favour with Thee and

FOR their parents also, that they may discern in this 
school a further instance of Thy great goodness to- 
wards them^ and that they themselves may do their part to 
see their children Christianly and virtuously brought up to 
the praise and honour of Thy Holy Name, 

li. We beseech Thee to hear us, good Lord, 

OliORD Jesu Christ, Who wast Thyself found among the 
doctors, both hearing and asking them questions, 
grant that the children of this school may ever resort to it 
with earnest and willing hearts, and that having been 
taught all things which Christians ought to know and 
believe to their souls' health, they may be brought to the 
Bishop to be confirmed by him^ and being thenceforward 
continually refreshed by the Communion of Thy blessed 
Body and Blood, they may proceed from strength to 
strength^ till they reach those heavenly mansions^ where, 
with the Father and Holy Ghost, Thou livest and reignest, 
ever One God, world without end. Amen,
